Seek Help for Depression Says COA 

Mattapoisett Council on Aging 
By Joan Hartnett-Barry 

All seats w^ere filled at a lecture on depression 
held at the Mattapoisett Council on Aging on Tuesday 
afternoon. The talk is part of a monthly series sponsored 
by the COA. 

"By 2020, depression w^ill be second only to heart 
disease as a cause of disability as estimated by the World 
Health Organization," said Mary Beth Quinn, RN, BSN of 
Gentiva Hospice in Fall River. 

Quinn asked the 15 attendees to raise their hand 
if they or someone they knevv^ suffered from depression. 
Over half raised their hands. 

She told the crowed that approximately six million 
people over age 65 suffer from depression, but only 10 
percent seek help and get relief. Depression is the number 
two reason that those over 65 go to their doctor. Quinn 
also stated that the suicide rate for those over age 80 is 
twice that of the general population. 

"Why have this prolonged suffering?" Quinn 

asked.

According to Quinn, normal sadness is something 
everyone experiences, but depression is different in that it 
is persistent and interferes with the ability to function in 
daily life. Early symptoms include a persistent sadness, 
lack of interest in activities, feelings of guilt, loss of 
appetite, changes in sleeping habits and thoughts of death 
and dying. 

Other signs include a lack of self-care and not 
cooking, cleaning or keeping up with housework. 

Using the 'chicken and the egg' question, Quinn 
said that no one knows if physical ills cause depression or 
if depression results due to physical ills. Physical reasons 
for depression, thyroid disorders, dementia or other 
illnesses can trigger it. 

Treatment can include pharmacological 
interventions such as the use of antidepressants, mood 
stabilizers and anti-anxiety drugs. Non-pharmacological 
interventions include herbal remedies, counseling and 
exercise. 

"Exercise boosts levels of serotonin and 
melatonin,'' said Quinn. 

Quinn urged attendees to push those with 
depression to seek a doctor's help. Other ways to fend 
off getting depressed include exercising regularly, 
remaining active and engaged, developing new 
interests, maintaining regular sleep patterns and taking 
medications correctly. 

"The fact that all of you came here today shows 
that you are mentally healthy, active and interested in the 
world ... it's those who aren't here that really need to hear 
this information," said Quinn. 

Future lectures will cover topics including 
meditation, diabetes, using technology and fall 
prevention. For more information, contact the COA at

Future Changes to Infrastructure Discussed 

Marion Board of Selectmen 

By Nick Walecka 

The Marion Board of Selectmen met Tuesday 
evening to discuss several issues, including future 
improvements to the infrastructure of the town, an update 
from Police Chief Lincoln Miller and two surplus police 
vehicles. 

Sean Syde and Mike Guidice from CDM Smith 
presented a plan for Infrastructure Capital Improvements 
within the Town of Marion to the Board. 

According to their website, CDM Smith provides 
'Tasting and integrated solutions in water, environment, 
transportation energy and facilities to public and private 

clients worldwide.'' 

Their presentation discussed a five-phase plan 
that will take place over a period of 10 years, retroactive 
to 2012. 

"We basically targeted a 10-year implementation 
window," said Guidice. "We think that it's a reasonable 
schedule which meets the town's needs at this point." 

Over the past 10 years, CDM Smith has done 
several assessments of the community, and from those 
assessments, they found that several areas of the town 
needed work. 

Four core areas — sewer systems, roads and 
sidewalks, water pipes and drain systems — have been 
identified as main areas of concern. 

The total project cost has been estimated at 
$18.41million. That number is about $8.93 million lower 
than what was estimated last year for the project, with 
savings that include a recently acquired $1 million from 
a MassWorks Infrastructure Grant and $1 million in 
Chapter 90 funds, among other savings. 

The town will also utilize a DEP State Revolving 
Fund (SRF) Loan Program, which gives the town $19.3 
million for sewer and drainage improvements for all 
phases. It is a low-interest loan with a 2 percent rate. 

As of now, the town does not foresee any other 
grants or funding from the federal government or the

have chains and pilings at or above the pier itself in order 
to avoid pulling them out in the winter. 

Chairman Jay Ryder asked about the floats, 
noting that he hadn't heard about the possibility of 
leaving the floats in during the winter. Davignon said 
that the technology is new and gave two local examples 
of the same type of float that have been installed in other 
waterfront towns. 

The project has undergone extensive review 
by the Army Corps of Engineers and Conservation 
Commission and has garnered approvals by the Marion 
Harbormaster and the Shellfish Officer. 

'T called Mike Cormier [Harbormaster] and asked 
him about the length/' said Ryder. ''He is OK with it, 
that's what I needed to hear," said Ryder. 

Construction can begin on May 1 and must 
end by October 15. A barge with a crane on top will be 
situated in the harbor and can only work two hours 
prior to high tide and two hours after high tide to avoid 
stranding issues. 

In other business, Pamela Marean, a grant writer 
hired by the Town of Marion, addressed the Board and 
asked about their priorities for grants. Marean said that 
she was asking all boards in the town to give guidance on 
their needs so that she can research grants available for 
projects.

starts on Route 6 and angles into the business area of the 
village along Front Street. 

Marean spoke about the funding now available 
to towns to support the SouthCoast Rail corridor, which 
would bring commuter train service to New Bedford. 
Marean implied that Marion could see some growth in 
population because people tend to want to live near the 
commuter rail into Boston. 

A public hearing was held to discuss the solar 
bylaw that is being proposed by the Marion Energy 
Management Committee in conjunction with the Marion 
Planning Board.

ORR Junior High Principal Kevin Brogioli 
said that they are considering adding another full-time 
physical education teacher position at the school.

and then would be limited in its use, where students 
could only use the library in the afternoons when teachers 
bring their classes there. 

ORR High School Principal Michael Devoll 
said that the school is looking to add an assistant to the 
administration position that was cut three years ago. 

"We're looking to restore that position/' said 
Devoll. "[There is] the lack of administration help 
[combined] with the heightened sense of security needs — 
that person could help with that." 

He added that the person who filled that position 
could help with in-school suspension and monitoring 
hallways and parking lots before and after school, among 
other duties. The position would cost the school system 
approximately $23,000. 

Devoll also introduced changes to the math 
curriculum at the high school. Currently, four years of 
math is not required at the high school, although most 
colleges require students to have completed four years of 
math and most students do take four years. He added that 
only five current seniors are not taking a fourth year of 
math, for one reason or another. 

Under the new curriculum, the system would 
add a second part to the Algebra 2A course, which would 
allow slower learners to complete Algebra 2A in a manner 
that is more suitable to their needs. 

"We really worry about teaching Algebra 2A in 
one year," said Devoll. "WeTl still offer it in one year, but

his staff for their hard work over the weekend, and he 
added that help from the National Guard, who brought 
in 120 cots and blankets to the high school, aided in 
providing a warm, safe shelter for those whose homes 
were affected by the storm. Showers and meals were also 
available to those who sought shelter at ORR. 

"It [the shelter at the high school] worked out 
really well,'' said Jones. 

Jones also recommended to the Committee that 
the use of the other two schools be limited to warming 
houses rather than permanent shelters, because they lack 
the staff and proper equipment to house multiple people. 

"\ can't emphasize that fact that our elementary 
schools should be used as warming houses and not 
shelters," said Jones. "We don't have the staff." 

Jones added that his staff had monitored all the 
data regarding what had been used for the emergency so 
that the government can reimburse them. Because a state 
of emergency was declared, the schools are entitled to 
receive compensation. 

Superintendent Douglas White commended Jones 
and his staff for their efforts, and spoke about the use of 
the schools as shelters. 

"My job is to provide a shelter to the community, 
but we did quite a bit more," said White. "It's eye- 
opening. This was challenging. It was an amazing effort 
by all your [Jones'] employees." 

Jones also said that the generators that were used

It was so close, but the Old Rochester boys' track 
team came in second place at the Division 4 state track 
meet, just getting edged out by Newburyport by a mere 
two points. Several athletes had fantastic runs, but it 
would not be entirely enough to give the Bulldogs their 
first ever indoor- track state championship.

The Old Rochester squad of Kevin Saccone, Dan 
Donohue, Colin Knapton, and Kevin Noone won a tight 
race against Weston with a phenomenal time of 1:34.54. 
This time not only qualified the team for the All-State 
meet, but it also set a new school record for the event.

Would You Rather, Starring Brittany Snow and Jeffrey 
Combs. Directed by David Guy Levy. Running time: 
93 minutes. Playing in limited theatrical release and on 
iTunes. 

Ah, it's always good to see Jeffrey Combs, es- 
pecially in a film of some quality. The busy actor, best 
known for his iconic work as Dr. Herbert West in three 
Re-Animator movies, is diabolically front and center in 
the indie thriller Would You Rather. Combs plays Shepard 
Lambrick, a decadent moneybags who invites financially 
strapped folks to a dinner party and then obliges them to 
join in a competition. The winner gets his or her money 
problems sorted out. The losers ... well, when candidate 
Iris (Brittany Snow) asks Lambrick what happens if you 
don't win, his reply is simply "You don't win." Of course, 
it's a tad more complicated than that. 

The game and the movie's title take off from 
the popular children's thought experiment, wherein the 
choice is usually "Would you rather do this unpleasant (or 
gross) thing, or that unpleasant (or gross) thing?" Here, 
though, the players at the elegant dinner table are sur- 
rounded by bulky armed guards (in tuxedos, though; this 
is a classy environment, after all), and "elimination" from 
the game means elimination from breathing. Iris is there 
because she desperately needs money for her brother's 
bone-marrow transplant; others in the game have similar 
hard-luck stories, including a recovering alcoholic (John 
Heard), an Iraq war vet (Charlie Hofheimer), and a gam- 
bler (Robb Wells). 

Early on, Lambrick offers the alcoholic, who's 
been dry for sixteen hard years, $50,000 if he finishes a 
snifter of brandy. Lambrick also waves $10,000 at vegetar- 
ian Iris and coaxes her to eat steak. He's just warming 
up; the real plates on the menu include electrocution, 
stabbing, whipping, drowning, and self-mutilation. To 
his credit, director David Guy Levy doesn't rub our faces 
in gore — most of the harsh stuff goes down off -camera. 
This isn't a blood-soaked charnel-house mind-game 
like the Saw flicks; it leans more towards psychological 



violence. Most of it unfolds around the dinner table, in the 
fine tradition of "bottle episodes" on TV or low-budget 
filmmaking. 

Would You Rather is a minor compelling entry in 
the subgenre of puppetmaster thought-experiment thrill- 
ers (another recent one was Compliance, based on a true 
story), and the actors have all been coached to keep their 
voices down; there's little irritating hysteria, just ordinary 
people trying to stay in the game. Except for Iris, we don't 
learn much about why the contestants have wound up in 
desperate straits, though there are teasing hints here and 
there. We root for Iris by default because we know what's 
at stake for her, and Snow does a fair job of not squander- 
ing our inherent sympathy for Iris; she makes Iris a decent 
person, not insufferably so. 

But if you've read this to the end it's because I 
didn't bury the lede: Jeffrey Combs is pretty much the rea- 
son to see this (or just about any) film. Combs knows how 
to be overtly creepy, but he's done that in so many roles 
he no longer needs to make a big show of it. His Shepard 
Lambrick is quietly reasonable within the insane context 
Lambrick has created. Lambrick has more money than 
he knows what to do with, and he enjoys spending it by 
putting people to the test. Combs brings out Lambrick' s 
one-percenter vibe by making it seem that his little game 
is simply undiluted capitalism: If you're better than any- 
one else at doing terrible things, you get the grand prize. 
Combs presides over this financial morality play with 
spirit and wit, a dry sense of self -amusement. He deserves 
to be far better known and appreciated outside of horror- 
fan circles.
